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Claims 1-29 and 31-44 are presented for reconsideration on the merits.

1. Claims 1-29 and 3 1-44 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Folkesson et al. of record.
